It was called a miracle by many 
school districts and heads of state 
when the school bond proposals were 
passed in Romulus. The margin of vic- 
tory was not a large one, but it was a 
victory nonetheless. 

Many people took part in working 
to get the bond proposal passed — too 
many to even think about naming ina 
newspaper article — but the largest 
share of the credit for the passage goes 
to the parents and the senior citizens. 
It was, literally, the seniors’ vote that 
could have made or broken the proposal 
and, from what | understand, this was 
one time that the seniors helped put a 
school issue over the top. 

It took many months of hard work by 
all who were involved, and many late- 
night meetings with parents and others 
who were concerned with the future of 
our kids. : 

There is no one thing, noone person, 
no one piece of magic that can take all 
the credit for this proposal’s passage. 

lt was accomplished by the efforts 
of a team — ateam consisting of par- 
ents, members of the School Board and 
the administration, teachers, and many 
kids who asked their parents and com- 
munity to vote “yes” for their future. 

This proposal is going to make it 
hard on the Mayor, Beverly McAnally, 
and all future mayors for several years 
to come. The reason is that a significant 
amount of new business will need to 
be brought into the City (especially in 
the first few years) to increase the tax 
base of the City/School District in order 
to repay the bonds. Increases in residen- 
tial building will also be necessary. 

In an interview with Joel Carr, Assis- 
tant Superintendent for Finance and 
Operations for the Romulus School Dis- 
trict, he said, “We are heading into a 
new era now that the bond issue has 
passed, and we must take our time. This 
issue does not give us an open check- 
book to do with as we please. What all 
this means is: We are new in the tech- 
nology business, and we must watch 
very carefully what we do and how we 
spend this money.” 

Carr indicated that the District most 
likely will hire consultants at a reason- 
able price to determine exactly what 
type of equipment to buy. 





the future 0 >it ' : 
Dr. William Bedell, Superintendent 
of Schools, assured everyone on elec- 
tion night that the money raised from 
the bonds will not be spent on teachers’ 
wages; the money must be spent on 
exactly what it was intended for, and 
that is high technology for learning. 
Said Bedell, “It’s unbelievable! The 
people of this community can’t possibly 
realize what they have done for the fu- 
ture of their kids. They have increased 
their chances of graduating, not only 
from high school, but college also. 
“In today’s times,’ he continued, 
“the passage of a bond issue like this 
is absolutely unheard of, but the people 
of this community have spoken! They 
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really are interested in their kids’ future 
and that is as it should be.” 

Between the passage of the operat- 
ing millage and the first bond issue, and 
in conjunction with the School District 
being out-of-formula, the children of 
this school district will be watched very 
closely by other districts to see just how 
favorably the high-technology instruc- 
tion will compare with the usual meth- 
ods of teaching and learning. 

This city made big news on Novem- 
ber 6; it fired a shot that will be heard 
all around this United States before it 
is all over and, if you ask anyone con- 
cerned, it was a shot that will hit the 
bull’s-eye. 
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What’s Good 
for the Goose?

There is an old saying that, “What’s 
good for the goose is good for the gan- 
der.” Evidently, however, that is not true 
when it comes to our city council. 

Everyone in this city knows that the 
last thing in the world we need in Rom- 
ulus is another topless bar, and | ap- 
plaud the Council formaking an attempt 
to keep them out, regardless of how 
feeble that attempt may be. 

To what am | referring? Recently, 
the Wings and Wheels bar on Middle 
Belt, along with Pu’s Lounge on Wayne 
Road, applied for an entertainment li- 
cense. Initially, both applications were 
tabled and then brought back for the 
Council to reconsider after obtaining a 
city attorney’s opinion. The attorney 
opinion stated that you cannot restrict 
an entertainment license. If it is issued, 
the owners of the bar can do just about 
anything they want to do including, but 
not limited to, comedy acts, mud wres- 
tling, topless dancers, male dancers, 
and the list goes on and on. 

Now, it is bad enough to have an 
entertainment license, but it is even 
worse if a dance permit is issued along 
with it. That means that, if a bar wants 
to allow it, they can have topless danc- 
ing on stage and dancing on the dance 
floor at the same time. 

Back in September, there was are- 
quest to transfer a license to the new 
Owners at Terry’s Lounge. 

When Linda Choate, Romulus City 
Clerk, read the request, it stated that 
the Council could issue a dance permit 
or an entertainment license or both, or 
it could deny either one or both. Re- 
member, this was before either Wings 
and Wheels or PJ’s had appeared be- 
fore the Council. 

There was hardly a breath between 
Choate’s reading of the request and 
Councilman Lambert’s motion to give 
Terry's Lounge not just one license, 
but both of them.

Mayor Pro Tem Randy Gear and 
Councilman Pete Bergeron both voted 
against the passage; however, the ma- 


jority rules, and now Terry’s has both . OP: 


permits. 


Back to the issue at hand. Now ~ 


comes the owner of Wings and Wheels 
(formerly known as the Middlebelt Ban), 
asking for an entertainment permit so 
that he can legally have lingerie shows 
to increase his business. The man stat- 
ed that he would sign any kind of agree- 
ment necessary to guarantee that he 
would not have topless dancing or any 
“skin” shows. He was denied. 

The owner of PJ’s came before the 
City Council, asking for a permit for en- 
tertainment so that he could stay in 
business and open a “comedy club” 
(much like the Roxy on Haggerty Road). 
He, too, was turned down. 

In both instances, Romulus Police 
Chief Fred Dansby requested the denial 
of both licenses. He also requested 
the denial of the dance license for Terry's 
Lounge. It, however, was passed. 

There has never been a real reason 
for Wings and Wheels not to get the 
entertainment permit (at least, not one 
that has been made public). 

Councilman Jimmie C. Raspberry 
voted “no” on PJ’s request because the 
club still uses a septic tank, and the 
Building Department says that Al Ahker, 
the owner of Pu’s, has not fully complied 
with the City’s requests (such as prop- 
erty beautification, etc.). 

Now, it would seem to me that, this 
being a free country, aman or woman 
should be allowed to promote new busi- 
ness so that he/she can stay in busi- 
ness, providing that the promotion of 
the business does not interfere with 
the law. 

It would also seem to me that, if the 
City Councilmembers had taken the 
time to do what | did, they might have 
found a very good reason to deny any 
license to Terry’s Lounge, regardless 
of what the license was for. 

When | asked Dansby to show me 
the police activity reports for all three 
bars (Terry’s Lounge, PJ’s, and Wings 
and Wheels) for the last two years, he 
provided me with the material that | 
requested. 

If have read those reports correctly, 
it appears that Terry’s Lounge had more 
than six times the police activity of 
either of the other two bars. 


Gives you something to think about, 


doesn’t it? 

The reports that | have seen indicate 
that over 300 reports were made about 
Terry’s Lounge, while 50 or less were 
made about each of the other two. 

How is this fair? How is this good 
judgment? 

As | said earlier in this editorial, the 
last thing that | want in Romulus is an- 
other topless bar or male-dancers bar 
or mud-wrestling bar or anything else of 
the sort. But, as faras lam concerned, 
the Council’s actions in this instance 
are a direct slap in the face to the small- 
businessman.

New Laws Designed To Upgrade Rural 
Hospitals 

A series of new laws will help rural 
hospitals upgrade their services by al- 
lowing them to qualify more frequently 
as primary-care facilities and receive 
additional Federal funds and Medicaid 
reimbursements. The laws will give small 
hospitals more options in meeting com- 
munity needs. They also authorize a 
study of Michigan’s hospitals, which 
will serve as the basis for the develop- 
ment of a package of legislation aimed 
at urban hospitals. 
New Law Protects Adult Foster-care 
Residents 

A new State law imposes criminal 
penalties on adult foster-care facility 
operators who remain in operation after 
losing their license. A former operator 
who has had a license revoked, sus- 
pended, or not renewed, and who con- 
tinues to receive adults in need of foster 
care, will be charged with a misdemean- 
or. Under the measure, when a foster- 
care facility loses its license, the State 
Department of Social Services would 
be required to offer the facility’s resi- 
dents relocation services. 
Laws Ban the Burning and Dumping 
of Yard Clippings ; 

Yard clippings will be barred from 
landfills and municipal incinerators by 
1994 under two new laws. The laws are 
designed to encourage municipalities 


to develop composting programs. The 
State Department of Natural Resources 
estimates up to 12% of the waste buried 
in Michigan landfills each year consists 
of biodegradable yard clippings. A com- 
panion law bans the open burning of 
yard clippings. Burning of leaves and 
yard clippings has been judged to cause 
as much toxic air pollution as some in- 
dustrial facilities. 
Legislation Would Regulate Off-road 
Vehicle Use 

Abill being considered by the House 
would restrict off-road vehicle (ORV) 
use to State forest land that is posted 
as “open.” The bill provides penalties, 
including confiscation of vehicles in the 
cases of flagrant violations, for riders 
who travel on “closed” areas and roads 
on State land. The legislation also pro- 
vides increased funding for law enforce- 
ment and for trail development and main- 
tenance. The State Department of Nat- 
ural Resources estimates that more 
than 600,000 acres of State land have 
been damaged by ORV use. 
New Legal Hotline for Seniors 


A new toll-free hotline designed to 
take calls from senior citizens with legal 
questions has opened in Michigan. The 
hotline will be staffed from 9 a.m. to5 
p.m., Monday through Friday, by specially 
trained lawyers. Organizers say about 
80% of the callers’ legal questions can 
be resolved immediately over the phone. 
Senior citizens can reach the hotline 
by calling 1-800-347-LAWS.

A first offender's conviction for OUIL 
(operating under the influence of liquor) 
results in a mandatory suspension of 
driving privileges. OUIL requires a sus- 
pension of six months to two years, and 
OVI (operating a vehicle while impaired) 
requires a Suspension of three months 
to one year. Restricted driving privileges 
are available in each case at the judge’s 
discretion. 

In some jurisdictions, it may be pos- 
sible to obtain a plea to attempted OUIL. 
This charge carries two points and no 
mandatory license suspension. Reck- 
less driving is a six-point violation with 
no mandatory license suspension. Care- 
less driving is a three-point violation 
with no license suspension. 

The court can order that any restrict- 
ed license privileges be coupled with 
the defendant having his/her automo- 
bile equipped with an ignition interlock

device. This device must be set to render 
the vehicle inoperable if the device de- 
tects .02% or more of alcohol in the 
blood of the person offering the breath 
sample. The court may order the instal- 
lation of the interlock device on any 
motor vehicle that the defendant oper- 
ates, with costs paid by the defendant. 

There are criminal penalties for 
tampering with the interlock device. 
The person with the restricted license 
cannot ask another person to blow into 
it. A label warning against tampering 
with the device must be attached to the 
interlock system.

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Ernie Harwell To Visit Romulus 


The folks at the Community United 
Methodist Church are inviting everyone 
to come and hear Ernie Harwell, the 
“Voice of Tiger Baseball?’ speak on 
Thursday, November 29, at 7 p.m. 

Ernie Harwell’s name forever will be 
linked with the all-time baseball greats. 
He was the fifth recipient of the Ford C. 
Frick Award and was inducted into the 
Hall of Fame in Cooperstown, New York, 
in August, 1981. 

Ernie, who has been behind the 
microphone for the Detroit Tigers since 
1960, is one of the real veterans of base- 
ball broadcasting. 

Recently (1985), Sports ///ustrated 
selected Harwell as the radio voice for 
its all-time dream baseball team. 


His radio-television career dates 
back to 1940, and he has been on the 
major-league scene as a broadcaster 
since 1948. His service with the Tigers 
followed six seasons with the Baltimore 
“Orioles, four with the New York Giants, 
and nearly two more with the Brooklyn 
Dodgers. 

Born in Washington, Georgia, ‘on 
January 25, 1918, Ernie went to work at 
the age of 16 as the Atlanta correspon- 
dent for The Sporting News, and later 
served in the sports department of the 
Atlanta Constitution. When he was 22, 
he originated a nightly sports news 
broadcast for Radio Station WSB, At- 
lanta — his first regular experience on 
the air. 


Ernie’s reward for success in At- 
lanta was appointment as play-by-play 
broadcaster for the Dodgers during the 
1948 season. Two years later, he moved 
to the Giants, then to the Orioles, before 
coming to Detroit. 

One of Harwell’s biggest thrills as 
an announcer was Bobby Thompson’s 
play-off homer in 1951. He was doing 
the first coast-to-coast telecast of a 
major sporting evént with that game. 

Harwell has broadcast three World 
Series and two All-Star Games; he aired 
the first American League Champion- 
ship Series in 1969; and has been the 
voice of CBS Radio on many of its ALCS 
broadcasts since the network started 
their broadcasts in 1976. 

Ernie’s early interest in writing has 
been maintained with frequent contri- 
butions to The Sporting News, Satur- 
day Evening Post, Esquire, Parade, and 
Reader's Digest. He also is noted as the 
author of a widely printed tribute to 
baseball, ‘The Game for All America.’ 

His book, Tuned to Baseball, was a 
best seller and: won national critical 
acclaim. 

Tickets for Harwell’s speaking en- 
gagement (along with music from the 
Huron River Men’s Choir and refresh- 
ments) are only $5 for adults and $2 for 
students.

Olympic trivia 


« America is by far the 
most successful Olympic 
nation. Between 1896, 
when the first modern 
Olympiad was held in 
Athens, and 1984, the USA 
amassed 1,687 medals—710 
gold, 529 silver and 448 
bronze. 

¢ Russia is the runner-up 
in the all-time medal list 
with a total of 885 medals. 
Britain is third with 577 
medals—168 gold, 212 sil- 
yer and 197 bronze. 

* Six countries have gone 
through all the modern 
Olympiads winning just one 
bronze medal each. They 
are Zambia, Niger, Iraq, 
Guyana, Dominican Rep- 
ublic and Bermuda. 

¢ The first modern 

Olympic champion was 
American James Connolly, 
who won the hop, step and 
jump (now called the triple 
jump) in Athens in 1896. 
Connolly also won medals 
in the high jump and long 
jump. 
° In the first Olympics, 
the winners received silver 
medals and a crown of olive 
leaves. The runners-up were 
given bronze medals and a 
laurel leaf crown. The third 
placed competitors went 
away empty-handed. 

* The most successful 
Olympic competitor was 
Ray Ewry of the United 
States, who won 10 gold 
medals in the standing jump 
between 1900 and 1908. In 
the 1900 Olympics, he won 
three gold medals on the 
same day. And all this was 
despite having had polio as 
a child. 

¢ Paavo Nurmi of Finland 
won more medals than any 





other athlete. Between 1920 
and 1928 he picked up nine 
golds and three silvers run- 
ning in seven different 
events. Five of his gold 
medals were won in the 
Paris games of 1924 when 
he achieved the remarkable 
feat of winning the 1,500 
meters and the 5,000 meters 
in less than two hours on the 
same day. 

* Women athletes were 
first allowed to compete in 
1928 at Amsterdam. The 
first gold medallist was 
Halina Konopacka in the 
discus. 

¢ American discus thrower 
Al Oerter won gold medals 
in four successive Olympics, 
1956, 1960, 1964 and 1968. 

* Sex testing was intro- 
duced in 1968. This was 
more than 30 years too 
late to prevent Dora 
Raben of Germany placing 
fourth in the women’s 
high jump, only to be later 
found to be a man posing 
as a woman. 

¢ Johnny Weismuller 
achieved considerable fame 
and fortune in Hollywood 
starring in a string of Tarzan 
films. But he had earlier also 
been a most successful 
Olympian, winning five 
swimming gold medals 
between 1924-28. 

* Olympic soccer matches 
have thrown up several 
uneven contests over the 
years. In 1908 Denmark beat 
France 17-1 with the Danish 
center forward, Sophus 
Nielsen, grabbing 10 of the 
goals. Four years later, 
Germany’s Gottfried Fuchs 
also netted 10 in his coun- 
try’s 16-0 victory over the 
Russians.
